Fathers and Brethren: In accordance with the law of the Church 
(p. 67, sec. 8), the Executive Committee herewith submits a written 


reportof all its work and actions during the quadrennium of 
1920-1924. 

_ The Committee has held thirteen regular meetings, two meetings 
(October, 1922, and October, 1923) having been omitted on account 
of the difficulty of arranging a date that would not conflict with 


meetings of some of the Annual Conferences, and the last meeting - 


in April, 1924, being so near the assembling of the General Confer- 
ence that it was thought unnecessary to hold it. Five of these meet- 
ings were held in Washington, D. C.; four in Pittsburgh, Pa.; three 
in Baltimore, Md., and one in Clarksburg, W. Va. 


The traveling expenses of these meetings amounted to $1,225.02. 
At the first meeting of the Committee, held in Baltimore, July 1st, 
1920, all the members being present, Rev. T. M. Johnson, D.D., was 
elected secretary of the Committee. Mr. J. Norman Wills, of 
Greensboro, N. C., who was elected treasurer of the General Confer- 
ence at its recent session, presented his resignation, and the Ccm- 
mittee elected Mr. H. C. Staley as his successor. Rev. C. H. Beck, 
D.D., former treasurer, was requested to continue in office until 
August 1st, and Mr. E. E. Wooden, certified accountant, was employed 
to audit the treasurer’s books before turning over to the new treas- 
-urer. Messrs. Sankey and Scott were authorized to arrange for the 
A committee previously appointed reported the apportionment 
of the General Conference budget to the Annual Conferences, as 
required by special action of the General Conference. | 
The schedule for the visitation of Annual Conferences by the 
general secretaries was adopted. 
The president of the General Conference presented an outline 
of his official acts since the meeting of the General Conference, and 
announced that as he could not entirely free himself of duties as 


president of Western Maryland College before this date, July 1st, 


he would not draw any salary as president of the General Conference 
prior to the present date. He also asked advice as to his place of 
residence. The Committee voted to leave the matter with him for 


decision. There were then presented three questions of interpreta- 


tion of Church law upon which action was taken. As this was one 
of the items of every order of business of the Committee, it is thought 
better to make no further reference to them, but the entire list of 
decisions will be presented at the end of the report. —__ 

The second meeting of the Committee was held in Pittsburgh, 
Pa., October 5th, 1920, Mr. A. L. Poundstone being absent. 

In accordance with the law passed by the General Conference 
of 1916 (see Journal, p. 143), the following apportionment was made 
for the expenses of the Forward Movement Committee. Pittsburgh 
Book Directory, 20 per cent; Baltimore Book Directory, 20 per cent; 


Foreign Missions, 15 per cent; Home Missions, 15 per cent; Educa-— 


tion, 15 per cent; W. M. S., 5 per cent; W. H. M. S., 2 per cent; 

uperannuates, 2 per cent; Y. P. Board, 2 per cent, and 1 per cent 
each on the interests in the budget. As the Book Directories refused 
to pay this apportionment, the Committee was compelled to charge 
these expenses against the budget.

which contributed, they shall be charged against the allotment for 
that interest. 


There appears to be no difference of opinion so far. Both sides 


admit that such moneys are to be credited to the church’s assessment 


for the budget, and both sides admit that these moneys finally count 
on the allotment. | 

But what is “the allotment for that interest”? On this point 
the whole debate seems to rest. One side contends that the allotment 
is the whole amount which would be received by each interest if the 
whole sum of the budget, $500,000, should be raised. In that case, 
they say, no interest would be entitled to receive even moneys raised 
by special appeals if it raised its sum to an amount exceeding its 
portion of the $500,000. For example, if the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions should receive $135,000 in the distribution of the budget, it 
- would not be entitled to receive Children’s Day offerings which would 
increase that sum. 

The Executive Committee is unable to agree with this contention. 
The allotment is specified by the Finance Committee in its report. 
And it makes no mention of a lump sum. It says each board shall 


receive a certain percentage. This indicates a variable sum, and 


whatever amount may be raised shall be divided among the boards 

according to this percentage. Accordingly, this is the allotment, and 
it is against this percentage that these moneys raised by. special 
appeals are to be charged. 


The Executive Committee therefore directs the general treasurer 


to pay over all moneys raised by special appeals to the interest to 
which they were contributed for their immediate use, and to charge 


the same against the percentage of the budget to which they are 


‘entitled. | 

At this meeting the schedule for the visitation of Annual Con- 
ferences by the general secretaries was made and some revision of 
the apportionments for the budget. 

The following minute, in appreciation of the services of the treas- 
urer’s unpaid services, was adopted: 

“In considering the report of the General Conference treasurer, 
Mr. H. C. Staley, of Baltimore, Md., and the report of the Baltimore 


Audit Company accompanying, the Executive Committee desires to — 


place on record its appreciation of the excellent work done by Mr. 
Staley in the conduct of his office. 


“And since Mr. Staley has refused all other compensation, we 


tender him the thanks of the Methodist Protestant Church for his 


service of love. We believe that in exactness, efficiency and economy 
of administration this office deserves to be called a model. 


“Our secretary is hereby instructed to have this minute suitably 
engrossed and hung in the treasurer’s office.” | 


__ The sixth meeting was held in Washington, D. C., October 4th, 
1921, Mr. A. L. Poundstone being absent. After the usual reports 
on the question by Treasurer Staley as to what moneys are to be 
credited to the budget, brought out by numerous letters received by 
him, it was ordered: 
“The budget is laid by the General Conference to provide funds 
for the Board of Foreign Missions, of Home Missions, of Education, 
of Young People’s Work, W. F. M. S., W. H. M. S., Superannuates 
(general), Old Folks’ Home, Children’s Home and Bible Society. All 
moneys contributed to these interests, if paid to the general Church 
treasurer, are credited to the assessment made upon the churches 
and are distributed to the boards according to the percentage adopted 
by the General Conference. Moneys contributed for other purposes 
or paid to other agencies are not to be credited to the budget. 
The seventh meeting was held in Pittsburgh, Pa., January 31st, 
1922, Mr. W. C. Scott, Mr. A. L. Poundstone and Rev. C. D. Sinkinson 
eing absent.

The president of the General Conference submitted a report of 
his acts during the past quarter, and a list of interpretations of 


Church law which were adopted. | | 
The third meeting was held in Washington, D. C., January 11th, 
1921, all the members being present. Reports were received from 


‘the president, the treasurer, and the general secretaries. Members 


were chosen for the Fepese, “one and representatives to the 
Ecumenical Conference of Methodism. — 
The fourth meeting was held in Clarksburg, W. Va., April 19th, 


1921, members Sinkinson, Johnson and Poundstone being absent. The 


usual reports were submitted and attended to. Several communica- 
tions were received and acted upon. A communication from the 
treasurer of the Federal Council informed us that the apportionment 
of our Church to the expenses of the Council had been raised from 


$250 to $2,000 annually, to which the Committee directed the presi- 
dent to reply that our General Conference had fixed the sum to be > 


paid for this purpose and this Committee had no power to add 
thereto. 


The fifth meeting was held in Pittsburgh, Pa., July 6th, 1921. 


At this meeting all the general secretaries attended and made report 
of their work. In addition to reports of all officers, the Committee 
gave opportunity to those desiring to address the Committee on the 
interpretation of the action of the General Conference in reference 


to special collections. The Committee delivered its opinion on this

After the reading of the report of the president of the General 
Conference and of the treasurer, a letter was received from Mr. 


E. E. Wooden, public accountant, making suggestions as to the proper 


certification of all financial statements to be made to the ensuing 


General Conference. The Committee ordered the letter to be pub- 


lished with the minutes, so as to give information to all concerned. 
A letter from Rev. R. M. Andrews, D.D., of the North Carolina 


Conference, was read, and the author was referred to the General 
Conference for final answer. | 


Rev. C. D. Sinkinson, D. D., was named as Fraternal Messenger 
to the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, to — 
meet in Springfield, Mass., May 6th, 1924. 


In response to a letter from Rev. G. G. Shurtz, pastor of the 


Church at Tiffin, Ohio, where the General Conference is to be held, 


the president was directed to arrange for a series of meetings during 
the afternoons and evenings of the General Conference, and to refer 
to the pastor all arrangements for entertaining the Conference. 

- As the Committee deemed it unadvisable, in view of the near 
meeting of the General Conference to the date for the regular meet- 
ing of the Committee in April, to hold any further meeting, and so 


took its final adjournment. 


Appended herewith is a list of decisions on the interpretation 
of our Church law made by the Committee during the quadrenrium, 


which the General Conference is asked to pass upon. 
Interpretations of Church Law by the Executive Committee, 
1920-24. 
1. Discipline, page 112, Section 5. | 


Church property means the land, building and contents, and 
whatever else at that place, belongs to the Church. 

“Shall vest in the quarterly conference” means that the 
quarterly conference becomes the owner of the property, just 
as the former owners, with one exception, namely, that the 
quarterly conference must use the property or its proceeds only 
for the payment of debts against the former church, if any, and 
for the erection of houses of worship for the denomination. 

“Erection of houses of worship” means that the proceeds of 
the sale of a church that has for any reason failed in one loca- 
tion should be used for the erection of a church in another loca- 
tion. This might lawfully include improvements to a property 
already erected, or the transfer of contents to another church on 
the same charge. 


2. Article IV, Section 3, of the Constitution, means that two-thirds 


of all the qualified members of the church must vote affirmatively 
to authorize the trustees to sell, buy, etc., chureh property.

The usual reports were received and considered. A communication 
was received from Rev. G. 0. McMillan recommending the appoint- 
ment of a traveling secretary for the Conference of the Southwest. 
The Committee having no power to act, simply filed the communi- 
tion. 

" The eighth meeting was held in Pittsburgh, Pa., having been 
adjourned from its regular date in April so as to meet in connection 
with the Joint Assembly called for this date and place, May 
18th, 1922. Rev. T. M. Johnson, Rev. C. D. Sinkinson and Mr. A, L. 
Poundstone were absent. No business beyond the usual reports was 
considered, except that a paper was received from President Elder- 
dice, of the Theological Seminary, setting forth the doctrinal position 
of the faculty of that institution, which the Committee approved. 

The ninth meeting was held in Washington, D. C., July 27th, 
1922, Mr. W. C. Scott and Rev. C. D. Sinkinson being absent. The 
secretaries of the various boards were present and made reports of 
the state of their work. The schedule for the visitation of Annual 
Conferences by the secretaries was adopted and the apportionment 
of the budget affirmed. A paper prepared by Rev. G. H. Miller, D. D., 
secretary of the Board of Education, at the request of the president 
of the General Conference, was read, and the Committee ordered it 
to be printed for general circulation among pastors and Sunday 
School Superintendents of our Church. The paper was entitled. 
“What Is the Budget?” In the same pamphlet were to be included 
synopses of the reports of the various secretaries. (Note.—Six 
thousand copies of this pamphlet were printed, at a cost of $110. 

About half of them were sent out by mail to pastors and Sunday 
School Superintendents. The others were distributed at the sessions 
of Annual Conferences.) 

The tenth meeting was held at Washington, D. C., January 18th, 
1923, Mr. A. L. Poundstone being absent. The president of the Gen- 
eral Conference recommended in his report the appointment of a 
Commission on Finance for the purpose of studying the whole ques- 


tion of the financial problem of the Church. The Committee endorsed 
the recommendation. 


Rev. C. E. Sheppard, D. D., presented his resignation as president 


of the Board of Publication, he having found it inconvenient to 
serve any longer as a member of the Pittsburgh Book Directory. The 
resignation was accepted, and Rev. C. M. Lippincott, D.D., named 

as his successor. 
A request was presented from the W. F. M. S. that the Society

But if a pastor has reason to 
think that an applicant by reason of past conduct may become 
a disturbing element, he has the right to read to the applicant 
the pledges made in our form of reception of members, and if 
the applicant indicates any unwillingness to mak such pledges 
cheerfully, he need not report such application to the church 


for action. 


Trustees of one of the churches on Union Circuit sent request 
to the conference to be set off as a station and to have a change 
of pastors or left unsupplied. The conference did not grant the 


request. The trustees then adopted a motion to separate from 


the circuit and make their own provision for pastoral supply. 
The law of the Methodist Protestant Church gives no such 


right to a board of trustees, who have nothing whatever to do 


with pastoral supply, nor to any other board of the local church. 


The annual conference is the supreme body in matters of bound- 


aries and in pastoral supply. Any person serving as pastor to 
a church in this situation is obnoxious to the law of the church, 
and, if he will not cease on request of the president, the civil 
courts will enjoin him. i | 


Members of an appointment supplied temporarily by a pastor 
of another circuit are not thereby made eligible to sit in the 


quarterly conference of the circuit to which the pastor was 


regularly appointed by the annual conference. 


A building committee may be constituted of persons not trustees. 


When a charge is left without a pastor, the president of the con- 
ference may issue letters to those wishing to withdraw from the 
church. If a letter is not deposited within six months, it be- 
comes void, and the holder must proceed to join the church he 
left or any other church as if he had not received a certificate 


(page 108, Section 10). 


When a parsonage belongs to a circuit, two-thirds of the mem- 


bers of the quarterly conference must vote affirmatively to 


authorize its sale, etc. (page 46, Section 9). In the case of other 


church property, the law is as cited above in No. 2. 


A Sunday School Superintendent is elected by the teachers and 
officers of the Sunday School. The meeting for this purpose 
must be announced from the pulpit, and every qualified member 
of the church may attend and vote in the election. If a person 
should be elected to this office who is not a member of our 
church, he is not necessarily disqualified. But if he does not 
conduct the school to the best interests of the church in the 
opinion of the quarterly conference, and if he will not conform 
to the direction and supervision of the quarterly conference, he 
may be dismissed by the action of the quarterly conference. 
This applies irrespective. of: his church membership. A Sunday 
School Superintendent is not a member of the quarterly con- 
ference unless he is a member of our church. 


The pastor is not named in the Constitution as a member of the 
quarterly conference, but he is named in the Discipline as the 
presiding officer, and this makes him a member In. this sense, 
but he would have no vote except in a tie. |

“Is the quarterly conference the ruling authority of the 
local church in all the church offices?” | 


No. Officers are elected by the members of the church, 


and their duties are defined in the Discipline. They are amen- 

able to the members of the church. | 
There is only one valid reason for refusing a letter of good 

standing to a member of the church, and that is that charges 


have been or are about to be preferred against him. No name 


can be dropped from the register because the member does not 
contribute to the church. But he may be brought to trial for 
refusing to meet his obligations. The law also permits persons 


who cannot be found, or who have ceased to take interest in the 
church, to be dropped. 


In case a station or circuit becomes extinct, and is formally 
declared extinct by the annual conference, the property, includ- 


ing the parsonage, vest in the quarterly, or, if that is extinct, in 


the annual conference, and may be sold by its authority, and 
the proceeds used in the erection of houses of worship for the 
denomination, after paying any debts against the property. 


An annual conference passed a motion requesting the parsonage 


until back salary be paid in full. The beneficiary of this request 


asks the president of the conference, owing to failure of said 


trustees to comply with the request, to sell out the property and 

pay the back salary out of proceeds. The president has no right 

to do this, or take any other course than to bring the action of 

the conference to the notice of the trustees, with whatever 
give in the premises.

“May an unstationed preacher who is not in the course of study 
be granted license to administer the ordinances by a vote of the 


annual conference?” | 

The Discipline, page 538, Section 15, permits unstationed 
preachers to be licensed to administer the ordinances, but, Sec- 
tion 17, page 538, forbids any person to be so licensed without 
first passing an examination by the Committee on Orders ap- 
pointed by the annual conference. What that examination shall 
be is in the discretion of the committee, unless specifically 


directed by the annual conference, but if the committee does not. 
satisfy itself by an examination to recommend the license it 


cannot be granted. 


“In case a preacher, because of his age, is unable to pass an 
examination according to the Discipline, and yet has preached 
for years, can he be lawfully ordained?” 
~ No. But the Committee on Itinerancy and Orders may use 
their discretion as to the character of the examination. 


An elder losing his credentials, and applying for a duplicate, 
may, by consent of the conference, have new credentials issued, 
if the officers signing the original are available to sign the dupli- 
cate. If they are not, the conference may order the present 
president and secretary to issue a’ paper certifying that the 
holder was ordained at the date and place shown on the record, 
but may not issue new credentials. — 


Whether, in the case of a conference, where the standing rule 


of the Conference Manual requires the conference to meet 
annually on the first Wednesday in September, there is any way 


curIng the interim of conference to change the date of assem- 
ing. | 
Yes, the Discipline provides that the president and the 
Standing District Committee may change the date of the meet- 
ing of an annual conference when they become satisfied of the 
necessity of so doing. (Discipline, page 56, Section 32.) No 
standing rule of an annual conference can abrogate a rule of 
the Discipline. | 


A question has arisen in one of our annual conferences about 
the meaning of the “shall convey the same authority as ordina- 
tion” in Section 15, page 52, of the Discipline. There can be 
no doubt that these words refer only to the matter of adminis- 
tering the ordinances.

The pastor of a church presides at meetings of the quarterly 


conference, is chairman of the monthly meeting, of all Sunday 


School societies and teachers’ meeting, and not of any other 


committees or meetings by virtue of his office. He has nothing 


to do with calling meetings of trustees or stewards, or presiding 
at such meetings, unless by their request. If the charter of 
the church requires it, he is a member of the Board of Trustees, 
It is reprehensible to hold committee meetings on the Sabbath, 
unless a necessity has to be met. | 


No person can be recognized as a member of a quarterly con- 
ference except as authorized in the law describing members 
(page 16, Setion 1). Assistant Superintendents of Sunday 
Schools, therefore, and presidents of any other organizations in 
the local church which are not expressly named in the law are 
not eligible to membership. 


A quarterly conference may open its sessions to those not men- 
bers of the quarterly conference, not as voters, nor to take part 


in the discussions. If a quarterly conference should deem it 


necessary to adopt a rule forbidding the presence of any who 


are not members, it would probably be within its rights, but it 
would also probably be an unwise thing. | 


Page 25, Section 38, authorizes a church or, in stations, a quar- 


terly conference to drop from the record those who cannot be 


found or who have ceased to take an interest in the church.
